The iron 
precipilation will then be removed 
from the pond and disposed of in a 
lined cell. 

The entire system will treat up to 
22,000 gailons of water per day, on a 
24-hour-per-day operating schedule,

To the editor: 

The movement now going cn in the 
Legislature will have the most 
devastating effect the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) agents and 
waste “management” companies could 
ever conceive, on the future of our 
environment and our citizens, if this 
amendment now in Subcommittee 
passes.

‘handout to ‘helping hand’

In little more than a year, the state’s 
welfare reform initiative, “To 
Strengthen Michigan Families,” has 
resulted in suchimprovementthateven 
the president is looking to us for help 
in reforming federal welfare programs. 

Almosteveryonc has heard a horror 
story or two about someone held 
captive by the system, choosing to 
remain on welfare rolls in lien of 
accepting employment that penalized 
them with less income and reduced 
benefits, It was that type of progression 
which fostered a cycle of dependency 
and wasted taxpayer dollars. 


Before the implementation in 1992 
of “To Strengthen Michigan Families,” 
only 15 percent of those receiving Aid 
to Familics with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) had part-time or entry-level 
jobs. Since then, AFDC cases 
reporting earned income rose more 
than 46 percent, a striking contrast to 
the national average of a mere 8 
percent. 

The single most imporiant feature 
of our welfare program is incentive or 
“making work pay.” Itallows working 
clients to keep the first $200 of their 
earings and 20 percent of the 
remainder before their grant is 
decreased. ; 

Another reason for success is the 


voluntary social contract, an agreement 
between state and claimant that calls 
for the recipient to participate in some 
form of — self-improvement, 
employment or community service at 
least 20 hours weekly. Participation 
rates are between 60 and 70 percent 
according to initial findings, and two- 
thirds of those involved in productive 
activities do so more than 20 hours a 
week. The governor currently is 
seeking a federal waiver to make the 
Social Contract mandatory. 

The successful welfare program 
we have implemented is breaking the 
system’s hold on thousands of 
Michigan residents who want to work 
but fear for the continued financial 


Bill for terminally ill passes state Senate 


Legislation giving patients the 
option of not being resuscitated by 
emergency personnel inanon-hospital 
setting passed the Senate with strong 
bipartisan support, announced Senator 
John J. H. Schwarz, M.D. (R-Battle 
Creek), Current law requires 
emergency personnel to attempt to 
resuscitate a patient with no vital signs, 
Senate Bill 1069 gives clear direction 
to emergency personnel, who without 
aproperly executed do-not-resuscitate 
order must now disregard pleas from a 
patient’s friends and family not to 
resuscitate the patient.

Schwarz, the legislature’s only 
physician, said, “This bill grants 
everyone the same right that 
individuals have in a hospital — the 
right to die in peace and with dignity. 
The bill also gives emergency 
personnel the legal tools necessary to 
fulfill what in many cases is the 
terminally ill person’s last wish.” 

Senate Bill 1069 creates the 
Michigan Do-Not-Resuscitate 
Procedure Act. This act permits 
individuals 18 or older, the parents or 
guardians of a minor, or a patient 
advocate for an individual 18 or older,

to execute an order with the 
individual’s personal physician. The 
order would declare that, in the event 
of death, the individual not be 
resuscitated. To ensure emergency 
personnel are aware of the order, the 
individual would be offered a “‘do- 
not-resuscitate” identification bracelet 
by their personal physician. 

The bill would exempt emergency 
personnel from liability for not 
attempting to revive anindividual who 
died and was either wearing a “do-not- 
resuscitate” bracelet or in possession 
ofa visible “do-not-resuscitate” order. 
Emergency personnel would not be 
required to search for a written order. 


SB 1069 would not release 
emergency personnel from their duty 
to attempt to treat an individual who 
had a pulse and was breathing. 
Emergency personnel are defined as: 
paramedics, emergency medical 
technicians, emergency medical 
technician specialists, physicians, 
nurses, medical first-responders, and 
respiratory care practitioners. 

This bill would also require that the 
physician who helped execute the order 
retain a copy of the order in the patient’s 
medical records. The order could be 
revoked at any time by the party who 
requested not to be resuscitated.

A shared love for the art of quilting 
inspired Dawn Goodrich-Sarrault and 
Winnic Riddle tocombine their talents 
and co-author a recently published 
book titled, Quilting ThroughThe Year 
With New Traditions. Their 
instructional book contains a quilt 
block for each month of the year. 

“We wanted our blocks to be a 
challenge to our customers,” 
Goodrich-Sarrault said. Most of their 
blocks are geared towards the 
intermediate quilier. “We also wanted 
our blocks to be both original design 
and new and different adaptations of 
old favorites,” she said. 

Years ago, women quilted to provide 
warm bedding for their families. 
Today, quilting is an art form that has 
entered the world of big business. Itis 
estimated that 30,000 people travel to 
Padacah, KY, to attend the annual 
American Quilters Society Quilt Show 
and Contest. The best quilts in the 
worldenter the competition. The “Best 
in Show” award is $15,000.

Goodrich-Sarrault’s first quilt was 
a tied scrap quilt made in 1979, She 
took her first quilling class during her 
senior year of college in 1984. After 
teaching elementary school for three 
years, she returned lo Grayling, where 
she began working for her mother, Jill 
Wyman, at The Icehouse Quilt Shop.

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| Hunting season regulations established for fall 1994 


seasons, After considering 
recommendations from staff and 
receiving further public input from 
various hunters, the director decided 
to leave the currentre gulations in place, 
which permits the use of second buck 
licenses statewide. Director Harmes 
stated that he believes the current use 
of second buck licenses results in 
increased hours of recreational 
hunung, without having an adverse 
irapact on the Upper Peninsula deer 
populauon., 

The director established bucks-only 
deer huntung regulations for both 
archers and firearm hunters in several 
deer management units where the deer 
herd has failed to increase as intended | 
despite being closed for several years 
to the taking of anderless deer during 
firearm season. This new regulation 
Ww will help determine whether protecting 


antlerless deer during archery Season 
will hetp the deer herd recover ina few 
deer management units where previous 
restrictions have not been sufficient. 

In addition, the director approved 
boundary changes for several deer 
Management units tO meet future 
population objechves. 

Furbearer Hunting and Trapping 
Regulations: The director approved 
regulations establishing a bag limit of 
two bobcats in the Upper Peninsula 
only, updating tagging and registration 
requirements for fur takers, and staring 
the fox and coyote season Oct. 15 in 
Zone 3. The director also approved 
nies clanfying thatresidents may hunt 
coyotes with a small game or fur 
harvester’s Jicense and listing fur 
bearers that may not be shot. 

1994 Pheasant Hunting 
Regulations: The director approved 
rules establishing an experimental 
pheasant hunting season for Dec. 1-11 
in portions of the central Lower 
Peninsula. Data gathered from this 
scason will be used to determine future 
pheasant hunting regulations. 

Sharptail Grouse Hunting 
Season: Sharptail grouse numbers 
have steadily declined, due to natural 
changes in their habitat. Inresponse to 
this decline, the director approved niles 
reducing the scason length, bag limit 
and area open to hunting. 

Ruffed Grouse Hunting Season: 
Ruffed grouse numbers have steadily 
declined since the recent peak of 1989, 
due to the population’s cyclic nature 
and the natuml loss of habitat. In 
response to the current low grouse 
population, the directorapproved rules 
reducing the datly bag limit to three 
birds 1a Zones Land 3. Grouse hunting 
regulations in Region TH will remain 
unchanged for one vear to avoid 
disrupting the gnmise research project 
underway. Changes i season dates 
and bag limtts may be considered for 
19958 based on the results of the 
reseanth prowet. 

Beaver, Otter and Fisher 
Trapping Regulations: In response 
to high beaver populations, the director 
approved extending the beaver and 
Oller trapping season to the first Sunday 
following Apni 21 in some portions of 
the Lower Peninsula. Since fisher 
populations continue to increase and 
expand their range in the Upper 
Peninsula. the diresior approved miles 
tens the area for taking fisher 

while himinng the season bag limit to 
one fisher in the newly opened ara.

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Father Roy leaves St. Francis 
to accept new call in New York 


“Build it and they will come,” a line 
from the hit movie Field of Dreams, 
might well describe Pastor Derik Roy's 
last 12 years in Grayling at St. Francis 
Episcopal Church, ‘These few words 
represent what Father Roy does for 
himself, his church, his community 
and for his God; he is a builder, 

He builds trust and 
relationships with others. 

“Derik’s very gentle spirit has been 
of great assistance in our attempt to 
work with the community and together. 
We, in all hilarity, call him ‘the Late 
Great Derik Roy’ because his input 
has been invaluable in our ministry. 
He’s a true Christian gentleman,” said 
Rev. Joseph Carpenter, Grayling Free 
Methodist Church and member, 
AuSable Ministerial Association. 

Bom and raised in Albany, NY, and 
the eldest of four, Roy is anxious to 
retum and renew old family ties and 
friendships. 

“My brother is a policeman, one 
sister is an accountant, and my other 
sister is employed by the phone 
company.” All of them work in 
Albany. “I could probably stay in 
Grayling forever and be very happy 
because of our friends and all of the 
love,” he said, “But,” he agrees 
wistfully, “it’s time to go home.” 

“Derik is one of the finest and most 
outstanding preachers and pastors in 
our Diocese,” said retired Bishop H. 
Coleman McGehee, Episcopal 
Diocese of Michigan. “We have over 
400 clergy, including those who have 
retired, and his leaving will be a great 
loss not only for the Grayling area, but 
for the Diocese, in gerieral.” 

He builds congregational bridges:

He creates zones of comfort and 
safety: Graduating from Nashotah 
Theological Seminary in Wisconsin, 
Father Roy came to Grayling in 198] 
with three small children. He and his 
wife, Kathy, a math teacher and 
ceramics enginecr, now boasta family 
of six: Jessica(17), Justin (16), Naomi 
(13), Mollie (8), Madeline (6), and 
Abigail (5). 

“Derik Roy has always been very 
supportive of the Center and myself 
ever since it opened,” said Jerri 
Schroder, director, Crawford County 
Christian Help Center. “Tf anything, 
he cares too much about too many 
things. Since we've combined the 
food pantries, we're now helping an 
average of 40 families per month.” 

He builds social programs: Father 
Roy was instrumental in establishing 
New Life Services at St. Francis. Itis 
a pro-family counseling group which 
attempts to help children in crisis, as 
well as addressing problems such as 
substance abuse, divorce and grief, 

“When I first came to St. Francis,” 
said Father Roy, “it was a church in 
transition, a ‘changing of the guard’ 
you might say. But I made some staff 
additions and not many churches can 
say they have three active youth 
groups. Our Little Saints group 
(elementary) has between 40 and 50 
members, and Shekina (middle school) 
has 25-35. 

“The church to me is of such vital 
importance; it was the instrument that 
God created to restore the people to 
Him. I also believe that the church 
should be open and available to 
anybody. I’ve married people and 
performed funeral services for people 
nobody wants. St. Francis has open 
doors.” 

He bridges insecurity with elements 
of trust and patience: “Derik’s main 
strength is his easy going demeanor 


which puts peopiec at case. This allows 
for good communication,” said Tim 
Neal, colleague and associate, 

“We've hada wonderful relationship 
these past five years, Derik is a 
tremendous idea man, and he has 
inspired me by complementing and 
glorying in our differences,” said the 
Rev. Jacquie Guernsey, deacon, St. 
Francis, 

“Derik is always kind and 
understanding. Heis my trusted friend 
and has helped me put God in the 
center of my life. Perhaps more 
importantly, he has made me WANT 
to be a Christian and taught me the 
different between being religious and 
being spiritual,” Diane Tompkins, 
Bishop’s Committee and New Life 
board member, 

“Working with Derik for the past 11 
years has been a challenge and a very 
great privilege. His energy and 
enthusiasm are certainly contagious, 
but more importantly, his faithfulness 
to what his mission is seems to be 
contagious too. He has had the great 
ability to stay focused, and keep those 
around him focused also. He is a great 
peacemaker, and I have learned so 
much from him,” said Judy Woodland, 
St. Francis Church secretary.

Barbecuing is a way of life for 
millions of Americans, but does it 
involve health risks? According to the 
American Institute for Cancer 
Research, that depends in part on what 
foods you grill and how you grill thein. 

You've probably heard that eating 
Jow-fat meals can improve your 
gencral health and lower your risk for 
cancer and heart disease. With 
barbecuing, there’s even more of a 
health reason to cut fat. When fat from 
meat drips onto hot charcoal or rocks 
in a gas or electric grill, carcinogens 
(substances that initiate cancer 
development) are formed and 
deposited onto food by the smoke that 
rises up and by flare-ups that char or 
blacken food. 

Although you'd have to cat 
barbecued food at least once every day

to be at high risk from these 
carcinogens, it’s still worth minimizing 
health risks overall by taking the 
following steps: 

«Choose low-fat meats like lean beef, 
pouliry, or fish instead of high-fat 
selections ke ribs or hot dogs (best 
eaten only occasionally in small 
poruions). 


*When preparing food for the grill, 
cut a substanuial amount of fat by 
trimming it from all raw red meat and 
removing the skin from poultry. 

*Use marinades and basting sauces 
that don’t contain fat or oil (such as 
juices, vinegars, and mustard). Brush 
on thick or sweet sauces toward the 
end of cooking so they don’t cause the 
outside of the food to burn. 

*To keep non-fat food from sticking

to the grill, remove the grill rack and 
oil itor spray it with non-stick Coating, 
then place it back on the grill and heat 
for a few minutes before putting the 
food on to cook. 

*Foods to be grilled should be at 
cool room temperature, because cold 
foods may burn on the outside and 
remain raw on the inside, 

»Avoid charring foods by grilling as 
many inches away from the coals as 
possible to avoid blackening. One 
useful technique is to partially cook 
meat, poultry and fish in the oven or 
microwave first (with the seasonings, 
sauce Or marinade you prefer), then 
finish cooking on the grill for a few 
minutes for barbecue taste and aroma. 


Round out your barbecue with 
nutritious side dishes that use plenty 
of vegetables and whole grains. 
Vegetables grilled on a skewer with a 
non-fat basting sauce or juice don’t 
create any toxic substances. Trya fresh

Camp Grayling’s comprehensive natural resources inventory program, 
initiated in April 1992, has now located and identified 17 more species that are 
listed on the State Endangered, Threatened, or Special Concern List. Asof May 
4, 1994, a total of 20 “listed” plant and animal species have been identified 
within Camp Grayling’s boundaries. The Michigan Natural Features Inventory,

Summer car 
maintenance 
tips offered 


Hot summer temperatures can be as 
brutal on a poorly maintained 
automobile as the most chilling winter 
weather, 

Statistics show that cars are just as 
likely to break down during the 
summer as any other time of year. 
Between June | and Aug. 31 last year, 
AAA Michigan answered 182,380 
emergency road service calls 
statewide, or 23 percentof the 807,526 
calls serviced for the year. 

When the temperature rises above 
90 degrees, trouble begins for many 
motorists, Vehicles with weak 
| batteries may have difficulty starting, 
|air conditioning systems can fail and 
poorly maintained cooling systems 
overheat. 

Cracked belts may snap and worn 
hoses can blister and begin leaking as 
temperatures rise inside and outside 
the engine compartment. 

“While many motorists Know the 
approach of cold weather signals the 
need for preventative maintenance, 
hotter temperatures also require special 
attention for motor vehicles,” said 
Gerald Gutowski, AAA Michigan 
Automotive Services director. 

Tokeep vehicles free of heat-related 
problems, Gutowski recommends a 


complete inspection by a certified 
technician. At a minimum, the 
following maintenance items should 
be checked: 

‘Inspect antifreeze/coolant level, 
making certain proper 50/50 mixture 
of water and coolant is present. 

«According to manufacturer’s 
recommendations, use a multi- 
viscosity motor oil that carries the 
certification mark of the American 
Petroleum Institute specifying 
approval for gasoline engines. 

«Inspectandreplace worn orcracked 
belts as wellas worn, cracked, blistered 
or soft hoses. 

*Check tires and tire pressure, 

*Check the air conditioning system 
for leaks, and have it serviced using 
the refrigerant CFC-12 inoldersystems 
or HFC134a in new or modified air 
conditioners. Do not use substitute 


” refrigerants. 


It is also important to know that 
battery performance is compromised 
by extremes in temperature, whether 
hot or cold, so old or weak batteries 
should be tested and replaced if 
necessary. 

Because evena well-maintained car 
can break down, it’s a good idea to 
carry drinking water and a windshield 
shade that will reduce heat build-up 
inside the vehicle. Acellular telephone 
or ciuzens band radio can be used to 
summon help, 

“Becoming stranded by a 
breakdown on a summer day may not 
seem threatening,” Gutowski said. 
“Yet, a hot day on the side of the road 
without water or shade can become a 
motorist’s worst nightmare, To help 
prevent a breakdown, inspect your 
vehicle before warm weather hits and 
monitor its condition throughout the 
summer driving season,”
